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Hill  Retires 

After  serving  tlie  Westminster  community 
for  24years,  Dr  Eugene  Hill,  professor  of  education, 
wiU  be  retiring. 

When  he  first  came  to  this  campus,  Dr  Hill 
hadonegoalinmind,"tobecomeapartofoneofthe 
bestteacher'seducationprograms." 


Dr.  Hill  does  not  believe  that  he  has 
encountered  any  obstacles  througliout  liis  career. 
"Westminster  is  an  open  place  where  teacher 
education  is  valued.  "  This  program  is  "well- 
respected,  andthepeoplehereareextremelyhelpftil 
and  friendly" 

Tlirougliout  liis  career,  Dr  Hill  has  created 
many  wonderful  memories.  But  the  ones  that  he 
will  treasure  forever  are  the  letters  that  he  has 
received  from  former  students.  Students  will  often 
write  back  to  tell  Dr.  Hill  about  how  they  have 
encountered  sometliing  in  the  real  world  that  they 
learned  about  in  one  of  Dr.  Hill's  classes.  These 
letters  let  Dr.  Hill  know  that  he  hits  accomplished 
the  mission  and  goal  of  every  professor  -  he  has 
enriched  the  life  of  another  human  being. 
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Devoting  41  years  of  liis  life  to  education,  39  of 
them  spent  at  Westminster,  Dr  Dick  Hendry  liiis  decided  to 
retire  Irom  tiie  chemistry  department.  Dr  Hendiy  has  been 
a  staple  of  the  chemistry  department,  teaching  biochem 
and  orgiuiic  chemistry  to  legions  of  students. 

Dr  Hendry  says  he  decided  to  teach  as  a  senior  in 


college  because  he  saw  the  profession  as  a  worthy  Christian 
calling  and  a  way  to  advance  liis  love  of  chemistry. 

hi  liis  39  years  at  Westminster,  Dr  Hendry  hi\s 
watched  the  campus  grow  and  change.  Wlien  he  arrived  in 
1959,  Shaw  Hall  was  under  constRiction,  md  he  taught  in 
TCF.  Even  as  the  campus  changed,  though,  he  says  he 
"always  found  the  students  courteous  and  enjoyable  to 
work  with."  One  of  his  biggest  accomphslinients  in  the 
early  years  was  working  to  have  the  chemistry  program 
recognized  by  the  American  Chemical  Society. 

Dr  Hendry  says  he  will  miss  the  student  contact, 
saying  that  you  never  forget  about  your  field,  but  that  liis 
retirement  plans  include  staying  in  touch  with  the 
Westminster  community,  rediscovering  some  of  liis  favorite 
experiments,  and  volunteering.

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Clusters 

Along  with  all  of  the  other  changes  to  the 
Westminster  curriculum,  WC  has  introduced  Cluster 
courses. '  Tliese  are  two  classes  from  two  different  disciplines 
wliichai'elinkedtogetlier  byacommon  tlii^ead;  howevertlie 
classes  iire  tauglit  as  two  separate  courses.  Tliese  clusters  ai'e 
tauglit  by  two  different  professors  from  different  disciplines 
who  work  together  on  the  course  content.  Tlie  main  goal  of 


theseclustercoursesistoallowstudentstodiscoverhowtwo 
seemingly  unrelated  disciplines  can  be  inteirelaled. 

Students  have  mixed  reactions  about  the  clusters. 
One  student  enrolled  in  the  Evolution  cluster  being  tiiught 
by  Dr.  Wastvedt  and  Dr.  Compher  said  that  she  can  see  how 
the  subjects  of  biology  and  English  are  related,  especially 
" . . .  how  biology  has  an  influence  on  literature,  rather  thiui 
literature  havingaiiinfluenceonbiology.'ButotlierstudenLs 
simply  feel  that  the  College  is  reaching  by  trying  to  combine 
disciplines  that  do  not  ordinaiily  work  together. 

Examples  of  clusters  currently  being  offered 
include:  Studies  in  French  hterature  and  cultiu'e,  Neural 
Networks,  African  American  liistory,  and  Public  p()lic7.  hi 
order  to  get  the  full  effect  of  the  cluster,  students  must  enter 
each  course  with  an  open  mind,  ready  to  look  at  tilings  in  a 
new  light.  Clusters  are  a  fascinating  addition  to  the  new 
airricTjlum.

a  member  of  tlie  Pennsylvania  Sports  Hall  of  Fame. 

Pi'esident  Williamson  said  of  Galbreath,  "He  is  truly  a  class 
act.  We  will  luiss  liim  iU  tlie  helm  of  tlie  Titim  basketball  program." 
Galbreatli  says  he  will  miss  tlie  position,  wliich  he  describes  as  being 
'  'easy  to  love  and  liard  to  give  up,"  but  after  2  5  years,  he  feels  reidy  to 
move  on  to  new  ckillenges.

Tlie  Visual  Arts  Comniunicatioas 
major  blends  graphic  design,  multimedia,  computer  animation, 
photography,  and  video  along  witli  public  relations  and  broadcast 
communications  classes  and  a  year  spent  at  the  Art  Institute  of 
Pittsburgh.  Tlie  third  program.  Visual  Arts  Technologies,  combines 
the  fine  arts  and  broadcast  communications  for  the  latest  in  artistic 
teclinology.

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Football 


The  Titan  football  team  proved  once  again  that  they 
are  a  force  to  be  reckoned  with.  Coach  Gene  Nicholson 
started  his  seventh  season  with  12  starters  and  33 
lettermen  returning  to  the  field.  The  Titans  were  ranked 
6th  in  the  N  AI A  preseason  polls  as  they  began  their  quest 
for  an  unprecedented  seventh  National  Championship. 

Regular  season  play  was  a  snap  for  the  Titans,  who 
buried  nine  of  ten  opponents  in  a  decisive  fashion.  They 
opened  the  season  against  West  Liberty  State  in  the 
Alumni  Bowl,  a  46-16  Titan  victory.  The  early  season 
was  marked  by  strong  performances  by  quarterback 
Todd  Huda,  tight  end  Joe  Blasko.  and  running  back 
Denny  Flora. 

Fighting  back  from  an  early  deficit,  the  Titans  beat  St. 
Ambrose  in  their  Mid-States  Football  Association 
opener.  Other  highlights  included  a  55-6  MSFA  Home- 
coming victory  against  Urbana  and  a  21-0  shut-out  of 
Malone,  the  first  shut-out  in  the  five  year  history  of 
Malone  football. 

The  Titans  went  into  the  regular  season  finale  against 
rival  Geneva  with  an  overall  record  of  9-0  and  an  MSFA 
record  of  5-0.  Geneva  dashed  the  team's  hopes  for  an 
undefeated  season  and  a  conference  championship  in  the 
45-18  loss. 

Entering  the  NAIA  playoffs  for  an  unprecedented 
1 7th  time,  the  Titans  were  eliminated  in  the  first  round 
of  the  single  elimination  tournament  by  #1  ranked 
Findlay.

Men's  Soccer 


The  1997  season  was  an  exciting  one  for  the  Titan 
men's  varsity  soccer  team.  Under  the  guidance  of  head 
coach  John  Hall,  in  his  second  year  with  the  squad,  the 
team  bested  many  of  its  goals  as  well  as  several  school 
records. 

Coming  off  a  strong  pre-season,  the  Titans  were  led 
by  a  strong  group  of  returning  players,  as  well  as  a 
talented  crop  of  freshmen  who  took  the  job  of  replacing 
the  team-building  graduating  seniors  very  seriously. 
Senior  forward  Bill  Van  Ormer  started  the  season  al- 
ready owning  season  and  career  goal  scoring  records 
and  was  joined  on  the  team  this  season  by  his  brother 
Matt,  a  promising  freshman  goalie. 

It  was  a  roller  coaster  season  full  of  firsts  for  the  men. 
The  squad  recorded  its  first  four  game  winning  streak  in 
the  history  of  the  team.  They  also  set  a  new  school  record 
for  wins  in  a  season  with  nine.  The  previous  record  of 
eight  wins  was  made  in  the  1 994  and  1 995  seasons.Their 
closing  record  of  9-9overall  and  2-3  KECC  was  good 
enough  to  earn  the  team  a  spot  in  the  KECC  champion- 
ship playoffs.

In  KECC  play,  the  Lady  Titans  swept  Seton  Hill, 
12-0  and  5-3.  In  the  first  game.  Pinkerton  pitched  a  one  hit 
shutout,  with  sophomore  Jen  Gales  scoring  three  runs. 
Game  2  brought  a  win  for  Bajus  and  scores  by  Gales  and 
freshman  catcher  Jamie  Reddinger. 

The  Lady  Titans  then  posted  a  4-2  week  to  raise 
their  KECC  record  to  4-0,  maintaining  their  stranglehold  on 
first  place.  The  Titans  were  swept  the  next  week  at  home  by 
West  Liberty  State,  eventually  evening  out  their  record  to 
11-11.  6-0  KECC.  A  bright  spot  came  as  Melissa  Bajus 
pitched  the  first  no  hitter  of  her  collegiate  career  against 
Clarion. 

The  Lady  Titans  captured  their  fourth  consecutive 
KECC  conference  championship.  Losing  their  first  game 
to  Geneva.  5-2.  the  ladies  came  back  to  beat  Point  Park  and 
Geneva  twice  to  claim  their  title.  This  win  automatically 
qualified  them  to  participate  in  the  northeast  regional 
tournament  in  Vermont.  Eight  women  earned  All-KECC 
laurels.  Bethany  Pinkerton  was  named  co-Pitcher  of  the 
Year,  and  Jan  Reddinger  was  Named  Coach  of  the  Year.

This  year  proved  to  be  a  winner  for  Coach  Joe 
Fiisco's  Titan  golf  team.  The  season  began  as  the  Titans 
were  among  30  collegiate  teams  to  compete  in  the  54-hole 
Camp  LaJeiine  Invitational  in  North  Carolina.  Senior  Ryan 
Pontius  led  the  Titans  with  a  low  score  of  2 1 7,  followed  by 
junior  Chad  Rittle  with  a  224  and  senior  Seth  Aikman  with 
a  237.  This  set  the  stage  for  what  would  be  a  season  long 
rivalry  between  these  three  teammates. 

Back  at  home,  the  team  played  the  Malone  hivita- 
tional.  with  the  top  Titan  scorers  being  Rittle,  Aikman,  and 
Pontius.  The  squad  then  placed  second  out  of  seven  teams 
behind  Malone  at  the  Titan  Invitational  held  at  the  New 
Castle  Country  Club.  Pontius  golfed  a  low  score  of  77, 
narrowly  escaping  Rittle  and  Aikman  who  scored  78  and  79 
respectively. 

The  Titans  participated  in  two  other  invitationals 
before  the  NAIA  Championships.  At  the  Slippery  Rock 
Invitational,  the  team  placed  seventh  of  1 2.  Rittle  paced  the 
team  with  a  low  score  of  78  on  the  70  par  course.  The  Titans 
then  placed  ninth  of  14  at  the  lUP  Invitational,  this  time  led 
by  Pontius  with  a  low  score  of  74  on  the  7 1  par  course.
